, It..seems altogether likely that too much 
public attention has been given the subject of 
repayment of the debts due from European 
countries to the United States. This has prob- 
ably “been. due to the fact that gn this side of 
-the.Atlantic a number of prominent men have 
= making speeches advocating some kind 
of cancellation of the debts in whole or in 
part. Naturally, when such a policy is ad- 
vocated’ by Americans, a vigorous protest is 
aroused, and the subject receives more or 
less animated discussion. 

__ ;Every utterance from high official sources 
-in those countries owing large amounts to the 
United States contains an assurance that there 
is no intention to’ try to evade payment of 
‘one cent of the debt. Thé latest declaration 
on that subject ‘has come from the new 
ehancellor of the exchequer of Great Britain, 
who asserts that ‘‘our first duty will be to 
settle our debt to America. ... . To the last 
penny we are going to pay it.’’ Several months 
ago similar assertions were made by French 
officials concerning the debt of France to the 
United States. 

Those assurances ought to be accepted by 
Americans at full face value and there should 
be an end of discussion of cancellation. It is 
exceedingly poor taste for an American to 
direct insinuations at the honor of European 
‘mations when they have repeatedly given as- 
surance of their intention to pay every dollar 
they have borrowed, together with the same 
rate of interest the United States had to pay 
in raising the money to loan to them. 

There is not and never has been any reas- 
onable doubt of the ultimate ability of any of 
the leading nations to pay. -Even Russia 
will be able to pay if her national policies 
ever again get into the control of men of 
sound economic principles, Great Britain’s 
.trade balance hag already returned to the 
Tight, side of the Iédger and her good financial 
position is evidenced by the fact that sterling 
exchange is but slightly below normal. None 
of the nations is able to pay immediately, and 
no one expects that immediate payment will 
be made. No one asks it. Undoubtedly, how- 


ever, the debts incident to the World War’ 


will be liquidated as rapidly as other war 
debts have been. 

In official circles in this country there is 
nothing to justify raising any question con- 
cerning the collection of debts.. The Hard- 
ing administration hag declared itself un- 
equivocally on that subjejet. No member of 
Congress has ever advocated cancellation and 
no member can advocate it and ‘secure re- 
election. rae: 

The United States has many important 
problems pressing for solution.. To these 
we can properly give our earnest attention im» 
stead of devoting so much time to the dis- 
eussion of an issue that has never existed 
outside the minds of a few politicians in Eu- 
rope and a mew {internationalists here.

BRITAIN FOLLOWS §UIT 


The dissolution of the coalition government 
in England was practically a repetition of 
what took place in our own country over three 
years ago. There was no formal amalgamation 
of political parties in the United States, but 
the Republican M@nority in Congress subordi- 
nated their differences with the Democrats 
and united with them toward the common ob- 
ject of winning the war. Controversies over 
domestic issues were suspended while all true 
Americans united in fighting a foreign foe. 
The effort to return to sound governmental 
policies was not abandoned—it was merely de- 
ferred in order that the attention of the 
nation might be centered upon the pressing 
problem of defending national rights against 
aggression. 

"The Republicans were well aware that ap- 
Propriations were being squandered, the 
Programs for big ocean fleets and air 
fleets were being pungled, and that in a 
score of ways the military efforts of the na- 
tion were being mismanaged. Yet they com- 
plied with every request of the Democratic 
administration for more funds, and scldisrs, 
and munitions. The legislative branch of the 
gbvernment was practically a coalition of 
effort for a commen Pt Pure, “glthaugh tke 
exeertive failed to-eatch the spirit of Con- 
Bers and desliwst fo seck eévica from ithe 
Republican ranks. Instead of manifesting ap- 


’ preciation of the hearty support he had re- 


ceived from Republicans, President Wilson 
made a partisan plea for the election of 
Democrats after he, had hearnestly urged 
that politics be’ adjourned. 

The moment the fighting came to an end 
domestic politics reasserted then:selves, and 
the Republicans began to lay the ground 
work for their great vietory in 1920, the 
benefits of which the people are now enjojy- 
ing. Joint party government, which is the 
sane a8 no party government, is never a 
healthful condition ‘in times of peace. It is 
well for minorities to adj>urn their differ- 
ences when the country is menaced by a for- 
eigu fee, but the return to nermaley and so- 
lution of domestic problems can go forward 
est when there is vigorous discussion be- 
tween two opposing schools of thought.

Traffic accidents are increasing in 
all cities. Oakland reported 1117 
traffic accidents in 1921, resulting in 
33 fatalities and 747 persons injured, 
and for the ten months of this year 
1293 accidents, resulting in 43 fatal- 
ities and 917 persons injured. There- 
fore, in the ten months of this year 
accidents have increased by 186, with 
170 more persons injured and ten 
more killed as against the entire year 
of 1921. 

Berkeley reported 256 wecsaniks in 
1921, resulting in seven fatalittes and 
146 persons injured, and for the ten 
months of this year 389 acicdents, re- 
sulting in seven fatalities and 23 per- 
sons injured. Theferore in ten motnhs 
of this year accident& have increased 
in Berkeley by 33, with 97 more per- 
sons injured and the same number 
killed. as compared with the entire 
year of 1921.
